87th  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  Committee  of  this  Hospital  in  presenting  its  87th  Annual 
Report  records  that  during  the  past  year  in  spite  of  difficulties  in 
staffing  a  very  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done.  There 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the 
Wards  and  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  Outpatients  treated, 
and  also  in  the  number  of  attendances. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  has  been  as  follows:  — 

OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT. 

The  number  of  new  Outpatients  has  been  6,719  against  4,514 
last  year.  The  total  attendances  of  these  and  former  patients  has 
been  17,717  against  13,567  last  year. 

IN-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT. 

The  number  of  In-patients  has  been  675  against  413  last  year. 
The  number  of  Operations  has  been  1,139  against  890  last  vear. 
The  Waiting  list  has  decreased  to  492.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD,  1942. 


During  the  past  year  the  hospital  accommodation  has  been 
used  to  its  full  extent.  This  is  reflected  in  the  numbers  of  patients 
admitted  to  the  hospital,  the  number  of  operations  performed,  and 
the  number  of  Out-patients  treated.  All  these  show  very  large 
increases  over  the  figures  of  previous  years. 

During  the  past  year  Dr.  Florence  Cavanagh  has  acted  as 
Assistant  Honorary  Surgeon,  filling  the  vacancy  due  to  Mr.  Young’s 
continued  absence  on  Military  Service. 

The  depletion  of  the  Honorary  Surgical  Staff,  and  the  big 
increase  in  the  amount  of  work  in  the  Hospital,  has  thrown  much 
more  work  and  responsibilty  on  the  House  Surgeons,  Dr.  Dover  and 
Dr.  Moses.  The  Medical  Board  very  much  appreciate  the  whole¬ 
hearted  way  in  which  they  have  performed  much  useful  service. 

The  Medical  Board  records  with  much  regret  the  death  of  Mr. 
F.  Holt  Diggle.  He  had  served  the  Hospital  as  Honorary  Surgeon 
from  1922  until  last  vear,  when  he  was  appointed  Consulting 
Surgeon. 

The  Medical  Board  wish  to  record  its  appreciation  of  the  help 
given  by  the  Committee  of  Management  during  the  year.
